New York arrived here this evening, and 
met with an enthusiastic reception from thn 
Detroit Wide- Awakes, three hundred of 
whom were in readiness at the depot with 
burning torches and escorted the visitors to 
the residence of Senator Chandler of this 
city. Mr. Seward then appeared upon the 
balcony of the Senator's house, when be 
was introduced by his host, aud made a few 
remarks to a crowd of about three thousand 
persons.

AB HABITS OP THE CHJSSSR.—The Chine- 
se are our antipodes, not only in geograph- 
ical position, but they do many things in a 
manner directly tbe reverse of our own.— 
They shave the hair from the head, instead 
of that of the facp, after they reach man- 
hood. The lather brash looks like a tooth 
brush, and they lather with warm water on- 
ly, without snap. They not only always 
wash and bathe in hot water but will alio 
drink warm water in preference to cold.— 
They begin at the end of a book to read, 
and read from the bottom to the top, instead 
of across the page, and bugirt at the right 
band instead of the left. Explanatory noteg 
are always at the top of the pare instead 
of at the botton. The title of a book is Al- 
ways on the outer margin instead of at the 
lop. The leaves are all doubled and print- 
ed on one side, instead of being single ana 
printed on both.

RAILROAD WAR.—The Portage City Re- 


cord, of Wednesday, says: 


The railroad difficulties which have grown 


out of the auit of Dr. Davis against the La 
Crosse Railroad Company for damages, for 
right of way, are rapidly drawing to a focus. 
To-day, (Monday) has been one of unusual 
excitement. This morning the Dr. in com- 
pany with a few friends which he had sum- 
moned to his aid, proceeded to the lands be- 
longing to him, but appropriated by the 
company, and took possession of them.— 
Two posts were set deeply in the ground, 
close, to the rail, and small trees piled np 
against them. Soon the 9:30 train from the 
west came down, and of course was unable 
to proceed. A slight altercation ensued be- 
tween the Dr. and Conductor Greeley, which 
resulted in the prompt arrest of Mr. G. who 
WAS immediately taken into custody by 
Deputy Sheriff Johnson. 
Soon a large 


number of railroad hands began to congre- 
gate, which was the signal for the sympa- 
thizers with the Dr. to alao assemble. 


A large police force w&a.iumcooned by 


Sheriff Williams and stationed on the 
ground to prevent disturbance. Each par- 
ty arrayed themselves on either side of the 
track, and although no indications of hostil- 
ities were manifested, it was perfectly mani- 
fest that everybody was there for a purpose. 
Provisions were brought on to the grounds 
in large quantities and all arrangements 
were made for an extended visit. Soon 
after noon the Dr. addressed the crowd and 
indicated his purpose «>f defending his prop- 
erty at all hazards', after which he commenc- 
ed removing the track, from his premises, 
which he did unmolested. 


There is a deep seated determination 


manifestedliere to see that private rights 
are not hereafter entirely disregarded and 
the decisions of courts set at defiance. 


Tuesday morning, 11 o'clock.—The Doc- 


tor with the officers remained on the ground 
all night, without disturbance. 


The Record says there is no dispute in 


regard to the title of- the land in question. 
The company claims no title to the land, 
having never paid or tendered any pay for 
it. The circuit court and supreme court 
have both decided tbat the company has no 
right to the land, and have commanded it 
to desist from its use absolutely until the 
full compensation shall be paid to the per- 
son entitled; nevertheless, the company 
persists in running, without having com- 
plied with the terms of the injunction.— 
This is as we understand it, which is un- 
doubtedly the
